but with a grim 


smile he would seize the dice and 
with one shake win all back again 
But this time it seems as if he Is to 
lose forever 


Ten days ago Mr Baldwin came up 


from his ranch in the San 
Gabriel 


\alley to be treated for his eyes 
His 


sight had been failing rapidly for the 
past few months, and at last becoming 
alarmed he came In haste to San Fran- 
cisco and went to the Lane Hospital 
for treatment 
He was barely able to 


see when he entered the institution, 
and whether he will be able to see 
when he leaves It Is a question that the 
phjsiciana cannot answer at this time 
Last night It was reported at the hos- 
pital that a slight improvement had 
been made Jn Mr Baldwin's sight and 
it may be that this man's marvelous 
luck will again triumph. 


Mr Baldwin is now 77 years of age, 


having been born In the State of Ohio 
In the year 1828 But there are many 
people of this Ctate who think he Is 
a native son because his career is so 
much a part of California 
It was 


this State that gave him his flrst for- 
tune 
Then he made another one in 


Nevada out of the Comstock 
His 


fortune at one time was reputed to be 
$20,000 000, but much of it was wasted 
in unprofitable ventures

Why Autonomy is Denied Poland 


I'ftt resolute refusal of Count Witte, on whom has fallen the 


infection of affairs in Russia, to even consider autonomy fbr Poland 
is easily explainable. The Grand Duchy of Warsaw, with its 9,- 
000,000 Poles, is only a fraction of the ancient kingdom- of Poland. 
Gallacia in Austria and Posen in Prussia 
are fractions almost 


equally large. Should Russia grant autonomy to the Grand Duchy 
it would provoke disturbances arnbiig the Poles in Posen and Gal- 
lacia, who would clamor f^or the same measure of self-government. 
Germany and Austria are therefore vitally interested in the issue of 
the Polish agitation in Russia, and would regard the establishment 
of a Pcilish diet iti Warsaw as a menace to their domestic peace, 
since the German and Austrian poles are still passionately devoted' 
to the national idea. They still-ardently long for a reunited Poland, 
taking its place among the independent kingdoms of the earth; in 
the establishment of autonomy for the Grand Duchy-of Warsaw 
they would see the beginning of the realization of their hopes. 


With Finland the case is entirely different. -The restoration ol 


its ancient liberties promised by the Czar creates rio friction with 
friendly powers, nor will it provoke any confusion' or disturbance 
ifi any adjacent country; The Finns do hot, as da the Poles; cHerisli 
the aspiration of national independence. The 
Czar is their 


hereditary sovereign, and so long as he governs them in accord- 
ance with the constitution and laws of their forefathers they are 
content. Till the Czar began to interfere with their language and 
national customs, and the free exercise of their religion, he had 'no 
more loyal subjects than the Finrts. They did not actually become 
mutinous till their national constitution and the whole fabric of their 
laws were swept out of existence and Finland declared by imperial 
ukase an integral part of the Russian empire. Up to that time Fin- 
land had merely been a Russian fief governed by its' own laws and 
ruled over by the Czar as Grand Duke. It is to this condition shfe 
is now about to return. 


Russia would offend both Germany and Austria by granting 


autonomy to the Poles of the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, and pave 
the way for further trouble for herself* .for the Poles will never 
be content with less than national independence, an aspiration that 
is cherished with equal devotion by the inhabitants of Posen and 
Gallacia; Thus'justice to Poland is withheld as much in obedience 
to pressure from Berlin and Vienna as necessity for protecting the 
empire from disintegration. In case of an uprising of the Russian 
Poles Germany and Austria wdiild assist; if the necessity arose, in 
putting down the insurrection. The partners in the Great Partition 
are still bound by mutual self interest to protect each other in the 
possession of their ill-gotten gains.

A town with 
poor advertisers far merchants is:,a dull, unprogressive town with- 
poor newspapers. In consequence its trade drifts 'away to more 
enterprising places and its inhabitants subscribe for papers printed 
elsewhere to get the news. Visalia ought to be a bustling city of 
ISjOOO dr 15,000 inhabitants today, .but iristead it is a sleepy village; 
infested by a court-house and'a lot of frioss^back storekeepers.

CHIPS FROM OTHER BLOCKS, 


Let Visalia Emulate Fresno 


Visalia merchants are rnUch agitated over the efforts of Fresno 


rivals to invade their local field and divert the trade of Visalia's im- 
mediate territory to the raisin center. The Fresno people carried 
the war into Africa by running a special excursion train to Visalia 
to gather in shoppers. According to the local papers, the excur- 
sion failed of its object, but it nevertheless gave the Visalia mer- 
chants a great fright. Discussing the matter, the Visalia Times 
makes the following common-sense observations: 


"Visalia people cannot be prevented from going away 
from 


home to trade by hysterical appeals to local pride. It will not do to 
propose to countenance boycotts on people who think they can save 
money by going elsewhere to buy merchandise. The only lasting 
way to stop such things is by demonstrating that nothing can be 
made by trading away from Visalia. 


"The most important steps to take to bring this result about is 


.to do more advertising in the way of better and neater displays in 
show windows, more attention to the internal arrangement of the 
stores, more conveniences for lady patrons, frequent bargain days 
and larger space in the local newspapers. This is all advertising 
and hone of the ways suggested should be neglected." 


The Times says it could have obtained nearly as much for ad- 


vertising the Fresno excursion as it gets from all the business men- 
of Visalia in a month, for Fresno merchants know the benefits of ad- 
vertising and appreciate the value of the Times as a medium. The 
Times adds that if Visalia merchants would hold their trade and ex- 
pand they must advertise extensively, and if they desire their home 
papers to preach the gospel of home trading, they must patronize 
them liberally and pay decent rates for advertising; It closes with 
this significant remark, which, doubtless, has a direct application to 
some niggard screw of a storekeeper. wl») expects business to come 
to him without solicitation and who dews his trading abroad, yet 
claims a vested right to the patronage of his neighbors; "Does it 
look consistent to present a newspaper man in Visalia with an ac- 
count made out on a bill head printed in a rat office in Oakland, and 
then expect him to refuse advertising from Fresno?" 


It was many years before the business men of Oakland learned 


the superior value of the local papers as a means of reaching their 
customers. Not a few of them would get their printing done in 
San Francisco and pay high rates for advertising in San Francisco 
papers, while insisting that Oakland papers should hurrah for home- 
trading and refuse San Francisco advertising. They also sat down 
tamely and did not try to meet the merchants of San Francisco in 
open competition; they said it would not pay to stock with first- 
class goods and meet San Francisco prices. 


Of late years they have learned better. They now carry full 


Hues of goods of the best quality and advertise liberally and intelli- 
gently.. A remarkable change for the better has been the result. 
Oakland merchants have proved that they cark keep as good goods 
and sell them as low as anybody. Their stares are as large and fine 
as can be found anywhere in the State. They have convinced the 
people on this side of the bay of the benefits of home-trading by en- 
terprise and judicious advertising. Their show windows are attrac- 
tive and the bargains they advertise are inviting. Hence, they get 
the. business. Not only that, they are rapidly extending their trade 
territory, drawing into Oakland from outlying districts trade that 
was deemed a few years ago impossible1 to get. They have also got 
over some narrow and selfish notions. For instance, the Oakland 
-merchant who advertises injthe San Francisco papers' no longer re- 
^-.rds it as treason for an Oakland paper to print the advertisements 
of San Francisco merchants. The marvelous mercantile growth of 
Oakland within the last dozen years is largely due to the change to 
a wide-awake, enterprising,, liberal, public-spirited policy, which in 
turn has enabled local publishers to print as good newspapers of 
their class as are published anywhere. 


The lesson so profitably learned in Oakland is one the Visalia 


business men had better set themselves to learning without delay.

another high school as soon as the build- 
ing can be obtained for the purpose, 
which shall combine both literary and 
mechanical education, and 
we recom- 


mend that the Board of Town Trustees 
be requested to Incorporate In their bond 
call the proposition to bond the town in 
the sum of S100.000 for the purpose of 
providing a site and for erecting and 
equipping a polytechnic high school. 


"The money thus obtained Is to be di- 


vided as follows: S10.000 for a site; $75,- 
000 for. the erection of a sixteen-room 
building and the necessary shops for the 
manual training work, and $15,000 for the 
equipment of the same.

BERKELEY TRUSTEES 


IN SESSION 


Much Important Business Transact- 


ed by College Town 


f 
Fathers. 


BERKELEY, November 14.—The Board 


of Town Trustees last night finally passed 
the ordinance limiting the number of sa- 
loons In the college town to ten and fix- 
ing the yearly license at $600. This ordi- 
nance has Ijeen the subject of much bit- 
ter controversy and much interest has 
centered in the matter because of the 
fact that fifteen saloons now 'doing busi- 
ness must suspend operations at the first 
of the year. According to the ordinance 
the first ten highest bidders for licenses 
will secure them and the others will be 
forced otit. 
Just what legal questions 


are involved in this is yet to be decided 
by future events. 


Town Clerk Merrill read the report of 


the committee of the whole, which Is as 
follows: 


"Moved and carried, that it be the 


sentiment of the Board that a contract 
be entered into at once for the construc- 
tion "of a flre house in West Berkeley. 
Trustees Schad, Olsen, and Chief Kenney 
appointed a. committee to select a lot, ar- 
range plans, etc., and present the same 
to the Board for its approval. 


"Moved and carried that the Board ac- 


quiesce and consent to the purchase by 
the Board of Education of tl}e Town of 
Berkeley, of lot 66 and a portion of lot 
67, block 2, Regent Street Homestead, 
being 110 feet on the west side of Ellis 
street, between Alcatraz avenue and Har- 
mon street, by 120 feet in depth. 


"Moved and carried that a business li- 


cense be flxed as follows: 


"Twenty-live dollars per quarter on 


scales placed In public streets, provided 
that no scales shall be established in the 
streets of BeBr-eley without the consent 
of the Board it Trustees. 


"Five dollars per 
quarter 
on drug 


stores. 


"Fifty dollars per quarter on skating 
rinks. 


"It appearing that the ordinances of 


this town are being constantly violated, 
In the failure of contractors to restore 
our streets to their original condition 
after having dug them up for the laying 
of sewer, gas, water, and other pipes, and 
for other similar purposes; Resolved, that 
the attention of the Street Superintendent 
be directed to the matter and he be re- 
quested to strictly enforce all of said ord- 
nances and to see that all streets' are 
restored to their original and perfect 
condition after having been 
disturbed 


from whatsoever cause. 


"In reply to the petition to regulate the 


saloon business in Berkeley, in view of 
the fact that an ordinance has already 
been adopted regulating and greatly lim- 
iting the saloon business in Berkeley, and 
placing heavy restrictions thereon, the 
Board feels that it is working In sym- 
pathy with the petitioners and that more 
satisfactory results will thus be obtained 
than by r submitting the matter to the 
people through an expensive election at 
this time, as, whatever might be the re- 
sult of such election, the whole question 
would revert back to this Board, as the 
election would not be mandatory upon 
the Board, but merely advisory, and place 
the matter In practically the same po- 
sition that it stands at the present time."

false. 


Chestnut station—The cleaning and 
oiling of the pavement was finished and 
Sroves a boon to the neighbors. The 
ecrease in dust and dirt is remarked by 
all. We asked the

Company if they -wouldn't complete the 
good work by oiling their right of way 
between Chestnut and Lafayette street* 
and they promptly, consented.
